Tue German Foreign Office has furnished to the 
United States official information regarding wages and 
other costs in the production of all articles manufac- 
tured in Germany and covered by the American tariff. 
The State Department, after finding that the replies 
from American consuls on this subject were inade- 
quate, owing to the unwillingness of French, British, 
and German manufacturers to supply a trade rival 
with facts upon which to base a hostile tariff, directed 
the American ambassadors in Europe to invite such 
information. In its answer the Foreign Office con- 
tents itself with transmitting official communications 
from the confederated states, together with a compari- 
son prepared by the Ministry of the Interior, of the 
wages actually paid in Germany and the figures giving 
wages paid as laid before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, by representatives of the industries affected by 
the American tariff. It is in this comparison that the 
material for controversy has been found. The Min- 
istry of the Interior took the figures printed in the re- 
ports of the hearings of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee as a hasis upon which to make contrasts with the 
figures officially supplied by the German Chambers of 
Commerce. The Ministry of the Interior has been 
obliged also to point out other serious inaccuracies in 
the wage schedules submitted by the committee when 
compared to the payrolls of German manufacturers:

ers all over the land on the supposition 
that the latter will.use such material to their own ad- 
vantage by distributing it judiciously among their cus- 
‘omers so that they can keep abreast of the times by 
becoming acquainted with new articles of manufac- 
‘ure that are being brought out ever and anon. The 
manufacturers employ high-salaried experts to pre- 
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pare this advertising literature and they spare neither 
time nor money to get it up in the most attractive 
form, As a result, much of it is often of a highly 
interesting character and frequently brimful of in- 
formation and suggestions, which, if the seed does not 
fall on stony ground, should prove of great value to 
the dealer in enabling him to solve some of his busi- 
ness problems and add materially to his volume of 
trade. Such a vast amount of this material is dis- 
tributed that one is inclined to wonder what becomes 
of it all, and to ascertain whether all the good is de- 
rived from it that should be so derived. 

We are inclined to think that too large a percent- 
age of it finds its way into the waste paper basket or 
is dumped wholesale into the alley. If this is so it is 
indeed a most unfortunate thing.’ It would appear 
that dealers are disposed to underestimate the real 
worth of this literature simply because it is furnished 
them free of cost. This very material that they may 
throw away cavalierly may tell of some new device 
that they may have been looking for for years back or 
something for which their customers have been in- 
quiring. 

Much of this literature referred to tells how a busi- 
ness may be conducted successfully, how large things 
have been evolved from small and insignificant things. 
A single modest little leaflet may contain an idea which 
may result in putting you among the most successful 
business men of your community. You never know. 
Stranger things than this have happened. 
hundreds of hardware merchants in this country to- 
day who are free to admit that they have reaped very 
profitable results from the proper disposal of these 
little interesting circulars and the like. They are the 
ones who realize what an expense has been incurred in 
producing them and how valuable they really are. 
There are other merchants, however, who, simply be- 
cause they think they are entitled to them, insist upon 
getting them, and when they do get them very fre- 
quently never open the packages but consign them to 
the dark corner or basement. 

Goods well advertised are half sold. 
a salesman working 24 hours a day and ‘seven days a 
week. You arrange the goods in your store so that 
your salesmen can work to the best advantage. Do 
you do this with your silent salesman—your adver- 
tising matter? To put it plainly, every piece of adver- 
tising matter sent you by your manufacturer costs 
something ; it is prepared and sent to you to accom- 
plish some definite, specific purpose. If you are not 
using it: wisely and to the best advantage, yon are 
causing the manufacturer needless waste, and what 
is of more consequence, you are wasting an oppor-

and Banking Company—one of the few 
corporations that regularly publish lists of their share- 
holders. From its 1908 report it appears that of its 
total of 1,096 shares issued and outstanding 494 are 
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owned by women ; 345 by men; 127 by trustees; 63 by 
estates; 16 by guardians; eight by executors; 14 by 
churches and other religious organizations; five by 
schools and colleges; two by asylums and hospitals ; 
three by societies; eight by business firms; seven by 
insurance companies, and only four by banks. The 
shareholder’s average yearly income is $420. 

There are more than 30,000 stockholders in the 
Union Pacific and the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
panies; there are 59,200 shareholders in the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, for instance ; and.an estimated aggre- 
gate of 500,000 stockholders in all the railroads of the 
United States. The stocks of seven of the great in- 
dustrial combinations—steel, telephone, sugar, copper, 
Pullman, smelters and oil—are owned by 201,400 peo- 
ple. The 8,800,000 shares of the 5,400 national banks 
in 1904 were held by 318,000 investors, an average of 
only 28 shares to each person. There are now about 
7,000 national banks in the United States, and it is 
estimated that they are owned by not less than 400,000 
people. These banks have 15,000,000 depositors ; and 
the life insurance companies 25,000,000 policyholders. 

The question as to who own the big transportation 
systems and financial institutions of the country is 
easily answered. They are the property of people of 
moderate means. “Swollen fortunes” are really a good 
deal of a myth—and “malefactors of great wealth” 
much of a hollow mockery. 








Tue Illinois industrial safety bill should win a large 
approving vote in the legislature. It has been pre- 
pared after long study of conditions. It 

Industrial is based upon observed facts. Its three- 

Safety. fold purpose commends it to every friend 

of the race. It seeks the guarding of 

dangerous machinery, the sanitation of factories and 

mercantile establishments, and the ventilation of estab- 
lishments of various types. 

The accidents resulting from unguarded machinery 
ought to be comparatively easy of tabulation. The 
exact death rate from that source may be estimated. 
It probably is true that there is slight excuse for injury 
or death from such a cause. Dangerous machinery 
should be accompanied by the proper safeguards for 
workmen. : 

When it comes to figuring out the loss from insani- 

tary surroundings and defective ventilation there is no 
sure guide. But it does not require particular insight 
into health problems to appreciate the fact that thou- 
sands of people are sent to premature death because 
of the lack of proper regulation in these lines. State- 
ments like the following tell their own tale: “In some 
places from 125 to 200 girls were found working in a 
single room without any ventilation whatever, and the 
washing facilities consisted of a spigot in an ordinary 
sink.” . 
In Chicago, with its large extent of territory and its 
natural abundance of fresh air and light, places were 
visited by the State Industrial Commission where the 
approaches to third or fourth stories were so dark that 
it was impossible to see six inches ahead in any direc- 
tion. In many cases practically no means of escape 
from fire was provided. 

The mere details of the commission’s report should 
be sufficient argument to convince legislators. The

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conditions described cannot be justified by any pos 
sible reasoning. 








No one would think of discouraging the youn; 
man who is ambitious to branch out for himself, mucl: 
less fail to wish him success. We are 
Help The beginning to learn thoroughly that ever, 
Beginner. failure leaves a scar on the trade. It is 
usually the result of too low prices, 
which have educated not a few patrons to form falla- 
cious “notions as to the value of the product. This 
feeling lingers, and the customers, naturally resenting 
what they regard as an attempt to “gouge” them, per- 
sist in the search for as low prices elsewhere. If they 
fail in securing them, they are at least dissatisfied and 
look on the trade as permeated with dishonesty. 
Necessarily, the one who fails suffers most, and in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, it is the result of 
ignorance rather than want of native ability. The 
secret of these failures is lack of business knowledge. 
The mechanic or artisan not being acquainted with the 
principles of merchandising runs amuck; sometime; 
he pulls through, not infrequently he fails ; but always 
in the learning years he is unwittingly lowering the 
tone of the trade. Thus it comes that all should be 
willing to assist in showing the beginner how to avoid 
the rocks of business incompetence and aid him in 
winning success through the practice of honorable 
methods that do not degrade the industry. 








A New York man who keeps a small store and has 
to employ young men to help him, is discouraged be- 
cause out of ten of his employes, whose 

Dishonesty . 
Amiag ages ranged from 19 to 27 years, he had 
Boys. to discharge seven in eighteen months 
for dishonesty—for practicing the sys- 
tem called “knocking down.” This is certainly cause 


for perturbation on the part of a man who is inclined 


to look deeper than the surface, 4nd especially from 
the fact that all of the dishonest ones were native 
Americans and born in New York City. The young 
men came-to him from larger houses and with “good 
references,” but it appears they had not been accus- 
tomed to handling money. Upon being placed in a 
position where they had access to the cash box, and 
the proprietor being temporarily absent, seven of ten 
proved untrustworthy. That is rather a heavy per- 
centage of failures and it would appear as if there had 
been something wrong with the system under which 
they were brought up. 

It is to be feared that many parents neglect to im- 
press upon their children the necessity of absolute hon- 
esty in their dealings with others. There are few par- 
ents but have opportunities—many very frequently, 
no doubt—to teach this lesson when they discover 
from conversation with their children that some small 
breach of this propriety has been committed. They 
affect not to see when their children have robbed their 
neighbor’s grape arbor or fruit trees, and wonder a 
few years later when the boys develop into common 
thieves: Others will openly suggest small thefts to 
their offspring, or boast of some advantage they have 
gained over another by underhand methods, thus lead- 
ing their children to infer that such methods are proper 
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‘or them to follow. One can well imagine that the 
.even dishonest youths complained of by this New 
York business man had bad home influences. A child 
can be taught to be honest as well as to read and write. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Society should be an honored term. That it is not 
is because the word has come to mean that class which 
Wilde defines as “a lot of nobodies talking about noth- 
ing.” The same cynic pictures the so-called “society” 
of our cities in his assertion that “to be in’ society is 
merely a bore, but to be out of*it is simply a tragedy.” 
“The best society” is not the society that bores. That 
term means something more than a mad revel, a mid- 
night flutter of rich silks and the tell-tale clinking of 
wine glasses. The best society, the only true aristoc- 
racy, is the society of intellect, the aristocracy of 
brains. It is a wrong idea to think that any so-styled 
Four Hundred in any community represent the so- 
ciety of the city. Society is as old as the human race. 
Adam and Eve were in society—the most exclusive 
circle. The late Mrs. Astor—herself a society leacler 
—told us in almost her last words that “lavish display 
and mad extravagance” were the keynote of New 
York society. That is true of that same Four Hun- 
dred, but there will be found among the four million, 
however, much society that is worth while. Lubbock 
tells us that “there was no society in London so agree- 
able that Macaulay would have preferred it to the 
company of Sterne or Fielding, Horace Walpole or 
Boswell.” Macaulay belonged to the aristocracy of 
brains. One could not imagine him squandering his 
time among such “pompous nothingness.” Whipple 
quotes Selwyn as saying, after a debauch in the titled 
society of England: “I look and feel villainously bad, 
but hang it, it is life, it is life!’ Selwyn would have 
been no better comfffiny for Gibbon than Gibbon would 
have been for Selwyn. It is especially true that in 
society “birds of a feather flock together.” In every 
community there is the better element—the society of 
intellect. In that society Mrs. Quick-Rich would be 
ill at ease. The people who knew and were known by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Barrett Browning in England, at 
whose functions the flow of conversation was intelli- 
gent rather than inane, constituted the best society. 
When Mrs. Browning went to Florence she did not 
court society; society courted her. France has had 
her great intellects, but they were not found among 
those who fawned at the feet of the Louis. The best 
society of America has been made up of those circles 
that attracted the men of Concord, the Quaker of 
Danvers, the Bryanites and Irvings and Prescotts, and 
the events graced by the Adamses, Cooper and their 
class, Perish the idea that our first society is our fast 
society. In our best society, and in the best society of 
every country there is no necessity for what Donald 
G. Mitchell calls “the fig-leaves of decency.” Society 
in its best sense is necessarily intellectual, necessarily 
moral, The first society knows no Four Hundred. 
* * * 
There is a margin of difference between industry 
and labor. Industry is toil dignified. In one of his 
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letters to his son Lord Chesterfield wrote: ‘ ‘Every 
momemt you now employ usefully is so much time 
wisely laid out at prodigious interest.” Young men 
should remember that time can be invested as well as 
money. Hours wasted are like dollars thrown away. 
Prof. Agassiz, one of the most intelligently indus- 
trious men known to science, -once told James A. Gar- 
field that it was the rule of his life to abandon any 
intellectual pursuit the moment it became commercially 
valuable. A thousand hands would then take up the 
work, “My line of work,” said the great naturalist, 
“is above the line of commercial values.” It is such 
men as Agassiz who emphasize the dignity of labor. 
There are few men nowadays like Morlot, who would 
not “waste any of his time” in making money. It 
detracts nothing from the honor of an occupation to 
have it profitable. The real problem is how to make 
our time most remunerative. There enters the call of 
industry ; the application of intelligence to daily toil. 
The men who “make good,” who rise to positions of 
influence, are those who drive that team—industry 
and intelligence—not tandem, but abreast. Often it 
isn’t what we do so much as how we do it. It isn’t 
the hours we put in, but the results that count. Men 
of achievement have been men of industry. Carlo 
Maratti, we are told, sketched the head of Antinos 300 
times before his effort satisfied him. Had the artist 
merely labored he would have been sati$fied, or dis- 
couraged, long before the three-hundredth attempt. 
His industry involved something more than toil. “The 
reward of a thing well done is to have done it,” says 
Emerson. In the days of Solon indolence was a capi- 
tal offense. Industry was essential to one’s self-re- 
spect. The man who does not produce something of 
value as the result of his own effort is a drone. The 
idle class is composed of two elements—those who are 
too rich to work and those who are too lazy. One 
is as useless as the other. “One reward of work is to 
secure leisure,” says a well-known writer. The man 
who has thus won his leisure does not waste it. He 
is.a man to whom idleness is death. He is a man 
who believes with Quayle that “manhood is nobler 
than genius.” Industry is an integral part of man- 
hood. The Buddhist’s idea of heaven is eternal rest. 
To any man whose soul was worth considering that 
would be hades. Imagine the monotony of an eternity 
of indolence. The men of industry are the lords of 
creation. Toil is a badge of respectability. Industry 
is a passport of distinction. Measure in your mind 
the tireless industry of Shakespeare. , Calculate the in- 
telligent labor required to build the Taj Mahal. Es- 
timate the busy hours devoted to planning Washing- 
ton’s campaigns. Look in on Edison im his laboratory. 
He abhors an idle hour. Industry has been the crown- 
ing glory of these men. It is only the degenerate who 
regard labor as degrading. “He that hath a trade 
hath an estate,” says Franklin.

RESULTS OF THE CREDIT SYSTEM. 





BY L. J. ENIBOE, WOONSOCKET, S. D, 


(This paper was read at the recent convention of 
the South Dakota Retail Hardware Association held 
at Huron.) 

If your committee expected a public address from 
me when they placed my name upon the program for 
this meeting of this association they will find wien | 
am through that they have been disappointed, for the 
reason that I am not and never have been a person who 
could deliver a public address. I am in the retail hard- 
ware business at Woonsocket, and selling goods at re- 
tail has been my business for several years, and what- 
ever I may say to you in this address will be what | 
have gathered from year to year while I have been in 
business and from my experience as a business man 
from time to time in extending credit to customers. 

The subject you have assigned to me is one of great 
importance to business men engaged in the retail busi- 
ness in any line. The careful business man takes an 
inventory of his stock each year, and in that inventory 
he lists all of his outstanding accounts and notes that 
may be due him from his customers, and then is the 
time he makes the discovery whether or not he has 
made any money since his last inventory. Should he 
figure on his outstanding accounts being worth to him 
a hundred cents on the dollar and afterwards realize 
that they net him the sum of only seventy-five cents on 
the dollar, he will stop, scratch his head and say to him- 
self, “Where is the profit I figured to make?” He 
will then begin to realize that the year’s trade has not 
been worth as much to him as when he first took the 
inventory. For example, should his inventory show 
that there were $3,000 outstanding on book accounts 
and he planned to collect this, he will find that should 
he employ some one to collect it for him it will cost 
about $300, and during the time of collecting this 
amount he may need the money represented by the 
accounts outstanding to replenish his stock, and should 
he have to go to the bank and borrow it, the interest 
on the borrowed money would amount to $300, pro- 
vided he borrows the money for one year. If he have 
money of his own it is worth the same interest as he 
would have to pay should he borrow it. 

Then, another item, unless a merchant is very care- 
ful, there is a loss of 20 or 25 per cent through the 
persons who forget or never pay, after credit has bee" 
given them. Besides the losses above stated in t!¢ 
matter of collecting these outstanding book accounts. 
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there is the loss of time, postage, stationery, charges 
that have not been charged, and more than all, the loss 
of customers by extending credit, for after you have 
credited a customer with a large amount, in some cases 
he leaves your place of business and goes somewhere 
else, while if you should make him pay his bill or not 
extend credit to him, you would hold him as your cus- 
tomer. 

About one year ago I placed my business upon a 
cash basis, and you may wish to know whether or not 
I have been satisfied with my year’s trade upon that 
basis, and I wish to say to you that I have been entirely 
satisfied and heartily recommend that you place your 
business upon a cash basis as soon as you can, for the 
reason that after you have once tried it you will ap- 
prove of it as I'do now, You may dsk me the ques- 
tion, “What do you do with persons who may want 
some credit, and who are absolutely good and will pay 
their bills promptly?” and in reply I will give you the 
plan or system which I have followed. Should a cus- 
tomer state to me that he wishes to buy some goods 
on credit from time to time during the season, I sell 
him a coupon book, and I have these books arranged 
from $2 to $25, and when the customer receives the 
book I have him execute a note due in 30 days without 
interest, for a book from $2 to $10, and 60 days for 
$15 to $25 for the amount of coupons he receives, 
and as he buys his goods he presents his coupons for 
the amount of his purchase, and they are canceled, and 
if the customer does not pay his note at the end of 30 
and 60 days, the note will begin to draw interest at 10 
per cent, and should he be 60 days in purchasing the 
goods to the amount_of the note and coupons, he would 
have credit for 30 days, and the interest on the note 
will have run for 30 days, and neither my customer 
nor I have been a loser by the system. Should the 
customer fail to pay the note at the end of the 30 and 
60 days, it will continue to draw interest at the rate 
per cent fixed, until it is paid. By this plan the ac- 
counts are always settled for, and no question will 
afterwards arise or any dispute be made in regard to 
what the customer got, for the sale is treated as a cash 
sale. 

I have lost some customers by adopting my cash 
system, some who were good pay and some who would 
never pay. I lost nothing by the loss of the customers 
who would neyer pay, for the goods they would have 
purchased during the year and not have paid for, I 
still have in my possession at the time of the inventory, 
and I have gained new customers in people who always 
pay cash and believe they get their goods cheaper 
from the merchant who sells for cash. At the end of 
the year my inventory showed that I took in about 
$500 less in cash than I did the previous year, but while 
a year ago four-fifths of my outstanding accounts were 
n book accounts and only one-fifth in notes, this year 
he matter was reversed. Four-fifths of the unpaid 
accounts were secured by notes and the remaining one- 
fhith was unsecured book accounts, and most of these 
remained from the year before. 

' I were able to express myself fully upon this mat- 
cr and to tell you all of the advantages and benefits 


lerived from this system, and the pleasure in doing 
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business with customers: upon ‘this plan, I am sure that 
any who has not tried this system would go home 
from this convention and change from the credit sys- 
tem to a cash basis, for in doing so I am sure that at 
the end of a year he would agree with me fully regard- 
ing the results.

“Your system of ventilation is such that the atmos- 
phere throughout the house is constantly changing, 
thereby keeping it pleasant and healthful.

Andrew Baier. 

Andrew Baier, president of the Monroe Foundry & 
Furnace Co., Monroe, Mich., since its organization in 
1890, and for nearly a third of a century a prominent 
factor in the business activities of Monroe, died of 
apoplexy on April 4 at the age of 57 years. Mr. 
Baier was the son of Peter Baier, whom the older in- 
habitants of Monroe remember as a skilled blacksmith. 
The deceased early in life learned the tinner’s trade, 
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with the old firm of Bruckner & Powell, who con- 
ducted a hardware store in Monroe. When he a; 
21 years old, he, with Mathias F. Sieb and J. Alicra, 
organized the hardware firm of Sieb, Allera & Baier. 
Mr. Allera sometime afterwards retired from the 


-business, the firm becoming Sieb & Baier, which |:ter 


succeeded Bruckner & Powell, and the members of 
the firm became the proprietors of the business where 
one had served as clerk and the other as tinner, 
Andrew Baier was an inventive genius, and in 1890 
he, with others, organized the Monroe Foundry & 
Furnace Co, for the purpose of manufacturing and 
putting on the market furnaces and heating apparatus, 
the invention of Mr. Baier. He was chosen president 
of the company at the start and held that position up 
to the time of his death. The rapid growth of the 
Monroe Foundry & Furnace Co. is due in a very 
large measure to the skill, ingenuity and aggressive- 
ness of its late presid-nt, Mr. Baier having invented 
some 35° different varieties of furnaces and heating 
apparatus. He was’full of energy and his genial dis- 
position won him numerous friends. His death will 
be deeply regretted by the trade throughout the coun- 
try. He is survived by a widow and two sons. 


Langley L. Sagendorph. 


Langley Lewis Sagendorph, a pioneer manufacturer 
of sheet steel and well known throughout the country 
in sheet metal manufacturing circles, died suddenly of 
apoplexy at his home, 326 S. 42d street, Philadelphia, 
on April 13, at the age of 67 years. On the morning 
of the day on which he died, the deceased was at his 
office transacting business in apparent good health. 
Mr. Sagendorph established a number of sheet steel 
manufacturing concerns in the Middle West and East, 
operating under his patents. He started his first com- 
pany in Cincinnati in 1869, which was known as the 
Sagendorph Corrugating Co. After .1885 he con- 
fined his activities to the East and lived in West Phila- 
delphia. He was president of the American Metal 
Stamping Co. and Enameled Art Metal Co., with fac- 
tories at Germantown, Pa., of the Penn Metal Ceiling 
& Roofing Co. of Philadelphia and Boston, and of the 
New York Iron Roofing and Corrugating Co. of Jersey 
City, N. J. Mr. Sagendorph was a member of the 
Manufacturers’ Club of Philadelphia, the Philadelphia 
Bourse, the American Academy of Political and So- 
cial Science and other prominent Philadelphia insti- 
tutions. He served in the Tenth Road Island Volun- 
teers during the Civil War. He was prominently iden- 
tified with the charitable work of Philadelphia. ‘ 
widow and seven children survive, him.

To draw pattern for a square to round at an angle, 
also intersecting a round pipe at an angle, with round 
pipe of smaller diaraeter intersecting miter of transi- 
tion piece at an angle: 

First draw base line G and center lines A A at the 
required angles, and find’ miter line F. Then draw 
half-circle C, and space same into convenient number 
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of equal parts, and from these points draw lines to 
miter line F, Next draw square end B of plan the 
size required ; then draw center line E E, and half-cir- 
cle D, the same diameter as half-circle C, also with 
the same number of spaces as circle C. Place T-square 
parallel with line E E and draw lines from all points 
in half-cirele D, indefinitely. Place T-square at right 
angles to line E E; draw dotted lines from all points 
on line F, intersecting lines of corresponding numbers 
in plan. Drawing line through the intersecting points 
will give profile F z. Draw lines to the four corners 
of square base B;'then in elevation draw lines from 
corners On base line G, intersecting points on miter 
line F, and number these lines same as shown. 

‘ext draw center line"H for small pipe and half- 
circle 1, and space into a convenient number of equal 
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, parts; also draw . one-quarter circle J, using same 
spaces as in half-circle i. Draw dotted lines from 
points on one-quarter circle intersecting half-circle C; 
then drop dotted lines from half-circle C indefinitely. 

Next draw half-circle L in plan, and space same as 
half-circle i; draw dotted lines from points on miter 
line K. Place T-square parallel with line 77 and 72 in 
elevation, and draw indefinite dotted lines from points 
on line F, which were brought down from quarter- 
circle J, 

Next draw solid lines from points in half-circle i, 
intersecting the dotted lines just drawn. Drawing a 
line through these points will give miter line K ; drop 
dotted lines from points on miter line K, intersecting 
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dotted lines from half-circle L. Drawing line through 
these intersecting points will give miter line M of plan. 
Make half-pattern N, and half-pattern of round pipe 
Ai. Next, draw elevation Pi the same as elevation 
P, to take triangles from; draw triangles as shown, 
taking the length of each numbered line in plan and 
setting same on base-line Q. Draw dotted lines from 
points on line F7, to give the height of triangles, and 
from the height thus obtained draw solid lines to cor- 
responding points on base-line, which will give the 
true length of lines for pattern R.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The hardware trade continues quiet and very little 
change was noted during the week as compared with 
the preceding week. There is a fair business doing 
generally, while the trade in the west is particularly 
good. Current business is however, almost entirely 
confined to immediate needs, as consumers show no 
disposition to anticipate their future requirements. 
The maintenance of prices is most conspicuous in wire 
and wire nails, which are now in their best seasonable 
demand. In some other lines, however, there is a re- 
duction of price, but not openly. Among the general 
factors retarding development in the trade may be 
mentioned the hesitation arising from the uncertainty 
in respect to the tariff and the condition of the iron and 

‘steel markets. Reports for the month of March indi- 
cate that the business done then was far larger than 
in the preceding month, and also in excess of that of a 
year ago. Locally there is a moderate buying of wire 
nails, but the orders are wholly for actual needs. The 
demand for cut nails is about similar to that of wire 
nails, while the price is being held unchanged. There 
is a slight improvement in the demand for barb wire, 
but it is somewhat irregular. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for ‘job- 
bers is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $1.90 for less than car- 
loads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers, car lots, $2.08; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.13; $2.20 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.23; retailers’ car lots, $2.28, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $1.98, 





TIN PLATE. 

More new business in tin plate was booked in the 
week by the leading interests and all of the independent 
concerns in the Pittsburg district have been adding 
orders to their books. The independent plants are go- 
ing. practically full and the American Sheet & Tin 
Plate Co., is operating 202 of its 213 active tin plate 
mills.

COPPER. 


There has been a distinct improvement in the mar- 
ket for ingot copper during the past week, and prices 
are somewhat firmer. The feature of the week was 
the publication of the monthly statistics of the Copper 
Producers’ Association, showing a decided increase in 
consumption in March. Production for the month 
was the largest on record, being 117,058,661 Ibs., and 
the deliveries were 108,063,007 Ibs., leaving the excess 
production for the month as 8,995,654 lbs. 

The principal copper producers of North America 
have decided to slow down production 15 per cent be- 
low the normal production of the past month. The 
purpose of this is to strengthen the market, as copper 
producers consider that at present prices they are bet- 
ter off to keep ore in the ground than te run at full 
potential capacity. This reduction in output is agreed 
to by producers of 85 per cent of North America’s 
copper. 

_ There has been no change in sheet copper, the base 
price being 18c. Yellow metal is unchanged at 17c for 
dimensions, 15¢c for sheathing and sheathing nails, 16c 
for slating nails and 17c for keel and stem metal.

ALUMINUM. 


Fair buying of aluminum continues and the price 
holds steady. No. 1 ingots for remelting are offered 
at 24c per pound, in ton lots, and No. 2 ingots at 23@ 
25c in car lots for go per cent pure. Rods and wire 
are being held at 32c a pound in ton lots, and sheets 
at 34c a pound in ton lots. 


NICKEL. 


Nickel is quiet and firm. For large lots 40@46c is 
asked, while 50@55c is asked for less than ton lots. 


FINISHED STEEL. 


The demand for finished steel is still of unsatisfac- 
tory dimensions, though there is considerable activity 
in structural steel. This department continues to be 
the most active in the steel companies’ list, and some 
very good contracts have already been Jet this month. 
The most important is that of the New York Central, 
which is just about to be placed, and which calls for 
fully 39,000 tons of bridge material. It is understood 
that this contraet will be divided among several com- 
panies, 


PIG IRON. 


The pig iron market is showing a much firmer tone, 
though trade is rather more quiet than last month. In 
the Alabama district the furnace men are now hold- 
ing their iron about 50c per ton higher than was the 
case a week ago. It is doubtful if any sizable lot of 
iron for any delivery could be bought for less than $11 
ton, and most of the furnaces are holding prices very 
firmly at $11.50 ton. One of the large Birmingham 
furnaces is reported to have sold about 25,000 tons 
since April at $11.50. Some of the furnaces are re- 
fusing to quote less than $12 ton, even on a large 
tonnage. 

There appears to have been very little change in 
Virginia and Pennsylvania irons, the former being 
nominally quoted at $14.75@15 ton Roanoke. Penn- 
sylvania iron is unchanged. There is also a better 
feeling in northern irons, though as there was not so 
much decline North as South, there has not been so 
much advance. * Perhaps it is not strictly correct to say 
that there has been an advance, but certainly there is a 
much stricter adherence to published quotations than 
has lately beén the case. 

The March production of pig iron was the largest 
in any month since the depression, though the daily 
average production was smaller than that of February. 
Stocks are believed to have been further increased 
during the month. The daily production in March 
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was at the rate of 21,572,595 tons a year, while the 
actual production in the boom year of 1907 was only 
25,781,361 tons. The production for January was 
1,797,560 tons; for February, 1,703,595 tons, and for 
March, 1,832,194 tons, a total for the quarter of 5,- 
333,349 tons, against 3,353,450 tons for the same quar- 
ter in 1908, and 6,477,122 tons for the same quarter 
in 1907.

Rogers Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re 
port: 

“Encouragement is noticed in the firming up of prices, 
less range in the high and low figures wanted by the fur 
naces and an improvement in inquiries and sales. Some fur 
naces are refusing to consider figures at which they took 
business a week ago, and while there is no unusual feature 
the whole situation is stronger 

“It is good to note the position of large buyers who have 
been actively engaged locating iron, in instances. where they 
have made offers which have been refused, and have placed 
the business at a higher level. 

“The average daily production of pig iron was less dur- 
ing March than February 3eginning April Ist the output 
of furnaces was at the rate of about 21,500,000 tons annually, 
compared with 22,255,000 tons annually on the first of March 

“A number of furnaces, in the North particularly, are 
scheduled to go out of blast early in the month and the feel 
ing is for a curtailment among those who furnish iron for 
the market. The general attitude among furnaces is to take 
no business except at figures which will enable them to turn 
over dollars or make a slight profit, instead of selling at a 
loss as they have been doing 

“Coke is without change and production is about the 
same. Buyers are taking coke on contracts at the stipulated 
rate and the movement is fair.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re 
port: 

“Tt is a little hard to be sure about these spring days—do 
they really mean that summer: is coming or are we to have 
more cold and frost? And that is the way about this buying 
movement in pig iron. It has the uncertain fickleness of the 
spring weather. There really is a great deal more inquiry and 
more buying, but there is not a general demand Many con 
sumers assert no matter what may be offered they will nor 
now be tempted to buy. However, there are enough who have 
confidence in the situation to have made this week a good deal 
livelier than those that have preceded it. At first the pur- 
chasing was confined to a few very large concerns. But this 
week the smaller melters of iron have been in evidence and 
there have been inquiries for small lots for forward ship 
ment. Then there has been quite a good deal of purchasing to 
cover -tonnages of castings which consumers have to make 
Shipments from the furnaces are increasing, so that on the 
credit side of the ledger the figures are not at all bad 

“Our information gathered from many sources leads us 
to believe that the melters of iron are finding business gradu 
ally improving. 

“We know for a certainty that the makers of pig iron 
regard the worst as having already occurred and that any 
change now will be for the better.”
